The  Author  has  spent  many  hours  in  the  Geneo- 
logical  Sections  of  the  Public  Library,  5th  Ave. , 

New  York  City;  and  the  Congressional  Library,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.  and  other  places  in  this  work,  ifuch 
help  has  been  given  me  by  relatives,  friends,  and 
particularly  by  my  wife.

RESUME  OF  HISTORICAL  BACKGROUND 


1.  Jamestovm,  Virginia ,  founded  in  I609,  founded 
by  emigrants  from  England. 

2.  Sir  Francis  Wyatt  (may  be  a  forebear),  v/ho 
had  been  Company  Governor  at  Jamestown,  1621-24, 
v/as  appointed  Governor  by  James  I  (24  Aug.  I624). 

3.  Early  Southern  Frontier  Expansion  Southward ; 
1646-76.  Settlement  followed  river  valleys  south 
and  vjest.  Indian  attacks  were  prevented  by  grant¬ 
ing  600  acre  plots  to  adventurers  who.  would  estab¬ 
lish  forts  on  the  western  edge  of  Tidewater,  Va. 

I65O-76.  Exploration  of  the  Piedmont  began  in 
1650  when  Cept.  Abraham  Wood  (may  be  a  forebear) 
and  Edward  Bland  exolored  to  the  forks  of  the  Ro- 
anoke. 

1750.  By  1750  all  the  river  valleys  and  prin¬ 
cipal  arable  areas  in  New  York  had  been  engrossed 
by  sepculators  and  insiders,  causing  immigration 
to  be  deflected  to  Pennsylvania.  But  cheaper  lands 
to  the  south  drew  immigrants  (German  and  Scotch-Ir- 
ish)  into  the  Valley  of  Virginia  (by  1727). 

In  1751  German  Moravians  purchased  100,000  acres 
near  Yadkin  River,  N.  C.  Scotch-Irish  settled  the 
v;estern  fringe  of  the  Appalachians  and  built  out¬ 
posts  along  the  rivers  of  the  upper  Tenn.  system.

ImmigTation  of  Non-En^^lish  Stock 

Year  l6S9,  Beginning  of  sizable  emigration  from 
Scotland  of  Covenanters  (opposing  Anglican  Church 
rule)  and  Jacobites  (supporters  of  Stuart  cause), 
and  from  Northern  Ireland  (Ulster)  of  Scotch-Irish 
Presbyterians  (est.  1607-09 )5  especially  signifi¬ 
cant  after  Act  of  Parliament,  1704>  barring  Pres¬ 
byterians  from  public  office.  English  Navigation 
Acts  caused  economic  deterioration  in  Ireland  and 
the  exaction  of  tithes  for  the  support  of  the 
Church  of  England  was  resented. 

Years  1714-20.  Start  of  Main  Exodus  of  Scotch- 
Irish  (including  Jacobites  after  suppression  of  re¬ 
volts  of  1715  and  1745  on  behalf  of  the  2  Stuart 
Pretenders),  spurred  by  expiration,  beginning  1717, 
of  leases  and  increased  rent  demands  by  landlords 
in  Ireland.  A  small  portion  went  to  New  England 
but  the  bulk  settled  the  counties  of  v/estern  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  betv/een  the  Susquehanna  and  Alleghany 
Mountains,  moving  down  the  Shenandoah  Valley  (1732) 
into  Va. ,  the  Carolinas,  and  Ga.  The  famines, 
1740-41 5  and  the  decline  of  the  Irish  linen  indus¬ 
try,  c.  1771,  assured  the  continuance  of  this  emi¬ 
gration  momentumo 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  population  of  the 
original  colonies  were:  in  1625,  pop.  1,980;  in 
1641,  pop.  50,000;  1688,  pop.  200,000;  1715,  popo

Page  14.  ’‘The  lands  of  the  Cherokee  Indians  in 
South  Carolina  originally  comprised  the  present 
counties  of  Abbeville,  Anderson,  Oconee,  Pickens, 
Greenville,  Spartanburg,  Cherokee,  KcCormick,  Edge- 
field,  Richland,  Newberry,  Saluda,  Fairfield,  and 
Chester.  The  Cherokee s  were  probably  the  most  pro¬ 
gressive  of  all  the  Indians  in  South  Carolina. 

When  discovered  by  the  white  people  they  were  liv¬ 
ing  in  well-built  log  houses  and  were  raising  large 
crops  of  corn,  beans  and  pumpkins." 

Pages  134-5 o  “Many  immigrants  to  this  part  of  our 
state  came  from  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  and 
Germany.  Others  arrived  from  the  northern  colonies. 
Many  of  the  latter  were  from  Virginia  and  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  By  1750,  Ninety  Six  and  other  points  in  the 
upper  part  of  the  state  had  been  occupied  by  the 
whites,  and  these  settlements  yeve  more  than  two 
hundred  miles  distant  from  Charles  Town. 

A  little  later  a  great  many  more  people  came 
into  the  upper  countr}'^  from  Virginia  and  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  This  happened  because  of  the  French  and  In¬ 
dian  War,  (1754~61),  for  after  Gen.  Braddock  (Brit¬ 
ish)  had  been  defeated  by  the  French  (1755  -  near 
Pittsburgh),  all  the  v;estern  parts  of  these  states 
had  been  left  open  to  raids  by  the  Indian  allies 
of  the  French.  But  the’  Cherokees  were  friends  of 
the  English  and  stood  like  a  protecting  wall  between 
the  Ohio  and  upper  Carolina.  Shortly  after  this 
there  was  a  war  between  the  Cherokees  and  the 
Whites. ” 

Page  154-5.  ’’The  hilly  western  sections  of  Virginia, 
Maryland,  and  Pennsylvania  had  been  settled  prin¬ 
cipally  by  emigrants  of  Scotch  descent  from  the 
northern  I coLinties  (Pro’Lestant)  of  Ireland  and 
therefore  Icnown  as  Scotch-Irish. 
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Contrary  to  the  conditions  in  the  more  northern 
colonies,  the  hill  country  of  South  Carolina  appear¬ 
ed  absolutely  secure*  Here  the  Cherokees  in  their 
mountain  vill.ages  seemed  to  place  an  impenetrable 
barrier  to  Indian  raids  from  the  west* 

Besides,  the  land  was  a  fair  land.  Great  por¬ 
tions  of  it  were  open  plains  ready  for  tillage « 

Vast  cane-brakes  offered  food  as  well  as  shelter 
for  horses  and  cattle.  Magnificent  forests  offer¬ 
ed  abundant  mast  upon  i^rhich  hogs  might  fatten* " 

Parses  lBl-2o  ”As  soon  as  the  danger  from  the  Indians 
x^ras  past,  the  upper  country  of  South  Carolina  at¬ 
tracted  a  stream  of  settlers.  Many  of  these  new 
people  v/ere  quite  different  from  those  who  had  pre¬ 
viously  made  their  homes  in  the  province.  Most  of 
the  people  of  the  coast  country,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Huguenots,  were  from  London  and  the  other 
English  tovms,  or  else  were  from  England  by  way  of 
the  Barbados.  They  brought  with  them  English  cus¬ 
toms  and  ideas  of  government.  From  Charles  Tovm 
the  settlements  of  these  immigrants  had  gradually 
spread  toward  the  interior,  clinging  to  the  rivers 
because  of  the  necessity  for  transportation*" 

The  new  stream  of  colonists  did  not  ordinarily 
use  Charles  Tovm  as  a  point  of  entrance.  They  were 
in  many  cases  originally  from  Scotland,  from  wliich 
country  they  had  moved  to  Ireland,  and  from  there 
to  Pennsylvania.  From  Pennsylvania,  follov/ing  the 
general  line  of  the  present  Southern  Railway,  they 
came  southward  thru  Virginia  and  North  Carolina, 

In  coming  this  way  they  thus  kept  West  of  large 
rivers,  wliich  would  be  difficult  to  cross  Xvrith 
their  wagons,  etc.,  and  TOast  of  the  moimtains* 

Their  ideas  of  religion  were  Presbyt.erian  rather 
than  Church  of  England  (Episcopal),  and  wherever 
they  went  they  built  their  rude  log  churches  and 
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ruder  school-houses.  They  were  far  more  essenti¬ 
ally  a  rural  folk  than  were  the  inhabitants  of  the 
lower  country.  They  looked  to  no  city  for  leader¬ 
ship  in  either  political  or  religious  matters,  but 
each  little  settlement  tended  to  stand  apart  from 
the  others  and  to  order  its  o^m  affairs.” 

The  nature  of  their  farms  and  what  they  planted 
made  them,  generally  speaking,  less  dependent  on 
slave  labor  than  were  the  large  rice  and  cotton 
plantations  near  the  coast,  altho  they  did  have 
quite  a  few  slaves. 

Our  ancestors  settled  in  the  Western  Part  of 
South  Carolina,  along  the  Saluda  River  from  Ninety 
six  to  Greenville.  They  v/ere  mostly  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  counties:  Greenville,  Anderson,  Abbeville, 
Greenwood,  and  Laurens.

Dear  Mrs.  Chariest 

I  have  been  working  on  the  Garrison  history  for 
19  years  and  lack  yet  a  very  great  deal  of  having 
an  intelligent  and  comprehensive  history  completed* 

I  have,  thus  far,  found  it  hard,  indeed  to  get 
reliable  information  owing  to  so  m.any  members  of  so 
many  families,  not  having  really  any  real  authentic 
information  in  regard  to  their  immediate  families, 
to  say  nothing  of  their  general  relationship  to  the 
different  branches  of  the  original  family  tree* 

■  I  find  a  great'  many  members  of  the  Garrison  fam¬ 
ily.  v/ho  do  not  know  their  genealogy  farther  back 
than  grandfather,  and  occasionally  one  who  can*t 
give  grandfather's  name.  This  looks  discouraging, 
but  I  have  just  kept  right  at  it  and  will  continue 
as  long  as  I  am  able  to  write  or  buy  the  necessary 
postage.  I  find  that  the  harder  the  task  the  more 
interesting  the  v/ork  becomes  ^ 

As  you  will  observe  in  my  synopsis,  Christopher 
Garrison,  emigrated  from  Scotland  with  4  brothers 
one  of  v/hom  was  David  of  S.  G,  See  how  he  named  a 
son  for  his  brother  Jedadiah  of  Va.  See  how  his 
son  Jedadiah  namesaked  his  father  Christopher  and 
his  uncle  David  of  S.  C.  Let's  hunt  for  the  Garri¬ 
son  family  v/ith  Indian  Blood  if  you  don't  happen 
to  Imow  alreadyo 
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V/rite  me  the  proper  lineage  of  the  Garrison  who 
was  murdered  by  a  runaway  negro  slave  whom  they 
burned  at  the  stake  in  the  public  square  of  Green¬ 
ville  Court  house.  Also  the  lineage  of  the  David 
Garrison  who  was  found  dead  near  his  hog  pen,  and 
of  the  David  who  v/as  the  father  of  old  uncle  Joe, 
who  v;as  crippled  by  a  falling  stack  of  luiTiber.  In 
fact  send  me  all  and  any  data  you  have  in  regard 
to  the  Garrison  generation  on  whatever  line  and  I 
\-iill  send  you  all  I  have  on  any  line  I  have  traced^ 
I  have  some  details  of  Garrison  history  that  are 
really  romantic.  Sincerely  your  friend  and  T  real¬ 
ly,'’  believe  blood  kin.  I  will  be  78  if  I  live  to 
see  the  14th  of  the  coming  Dec.  and  realize  that  I 
must  hurry  if  I  complete  my  history.

•  Origin  of  the  Garrison  Family 
in  America ,  as  Ascertained  by  the  Searchinrrs  of 
D.  H.  P.  Garrison,  Godfrey,  Ga. 

Five  brothers  Garrison,  emigrated  from  Scotland 
in  1700  or  during  the  first  few  years  of  the  18th 
century.  They  landed,  on  the  Coast  of  Delaware,  and 
after  a  time  they  secured  a  grant  of  land  on  the 
borders  of  Mary-land,  from  King  George  3rd  of  Eng¬ 
land. 

They  proceeded  to  clear  land,  build  houses  and 
establish  homes.  The  names  of  these  brothers  have 
not  all  been  learned  by  this  writer,  but  from  the 
best  information  obtainable,  one  was  named  Christo¬ 
pher;  one  Jedadiah;  one,  David.  The  other  two 
names  hai^e  not  yet  been  learned. 
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One  of  these  brothers  married  a  beautiful  Indian 
girlj  a  first  cousin  of  Pokahontas  of  early  American 
history.  I'Thich  of  these  brothers  married  an  Indian? 

After  a  time  Hostile  Indians  destroyed  their  ho 
homes  and  drove  them  out  of  Mar^Aando  At  this  time 
the  Brothers  separatedo  Christopher,  finally  set¬ 
tled  in  Hew  Jersie;  David,  settled  for  a  short  time 
in  North  Carolina,  but  later  migrated  to  Greenville^ 
S.  Cc  Jedadiah  settled  in  Virginiao  The  descen¬ 
dants  of  Jedadiah  gradually  populated  North  Uest 
Georgia,  and  some  figured  in  the  settlement  of  Cher¬ 
okee  and  surrounding  counties.o 

The  descendants  of  David  settled  in  Greenville, 
Anderson  and  surrounding  counties  in  S,  Co 

Christopher  settled  in  Nev/  Jersey,  and  raised  a 
family  which  settled  in  various  parts  of  Nev/  Jersey,, 
Later,  Christopher  migrated  v/ith  his  son,  Jedadiah, 
perhaps  a  namesake  for  his  brother  Jedadiah  in  Vir¬ 
ginia,  to  Anderson  County,  S.  C,  where  Jedadiah 
raised  a  family  of  six  sons  and  two  daughters  up  to 
the  ages  of  18  or  19  dovm  to  4  years  of  age,  when 
in  1784  he  migrated  from  Anderson  County,  So  C*  to 
Franklin  Co. ,  Ga.  with  his  family  and  his  aged 
father  Christopher,  and  lived,  for  a  while,  with 
many  v/hite  families  in  Fort  Morris,  for  protection 
from  hostl] e.  Seminole  and  Cherokee  Indians* 

During  the  time  the  whites  lived  in  the  Fort, . 
the  women  and  children  stayed  in  the  Fort  during 
the  day  v/hile  the  men  v/ent  out  to  work,  carrying 
with  them  guns  and  ammunition,  to  guard  against  a 
surprise  attack  from  the  Indians.  When  danger  of 
Indian  massacre  was  past  the  whites  left  the  Fort*

DAVID  GARRLSON  AND  ELIZABETH  BARKSDALE ,  HIS  WIFE 

David  Garrison  married  Elizabeth  Barksdale, 

They  moved  from  Rockingham  County,  N.  C,  to  Green¬ 
ville  County,  S.  C.  where  they  bought  a  large  tract 
of  land  on  the  Saluda  River  between  what  is  now  Pied- 
m.ont  and  Pelzer,  S,  C.  There  they  lived,  died  and 
were  buried  on  their  place. 

David  Garrison  died  in  the  Fall  of  1S38.  He  was 
born  about  1746.  He  was  a  descendent  of  one  of  five 
Garrison  brothers  who  came  from  Scotland  to  America 
about  the  year  1700,  landing  on  the  coast  of  Dela¬ 
ware,  He  was  bom  in  West  New  Jersey;  was  ft, 
tall;  was  age  30  at  time  of  enlistm.ent,  when  he  gave 
his  occupation  as  ’’Bricklayer”, 

David  Garrison  served  in  the  Maryland  Artillery 
during  the  Revolutionary  War  in  the  First  Company 
of  Matrosses,  Province  of  Ma.ryland;  date  of  Enlist¬ 
ment,  Jan.  24,  1776,  In  the  1st  U.  S.  Census  of 
1790  he  is  listed  as  living  in  Greenville  County, 

S,  C, 

Elizabeth  Barksdale  was  probably  born  about  174S, 
She  was  probably  the  sister  of  Collier  and  Nathaniel 
Barksdale  mentioned  beloxNT, 

Excerpts  from  ’’Geneology  of  part  of  the  Barksdale 
Family  of  America”  by  Sarah  Donelson  Hubert,  1895. 
’’Geneology  of  the  Family  of  Collier  Barksdale,  Char¬ 
lotte  County,  Virginia,”  Quote:  ’’the  father  of  Col¬ 
lier  Barksdale  (Christian  name  unlmown)  emigrated 
to  America  early  in  the  18th  Century  from  England; 
settled  in  Halifax  County,  Virginia,  near  Barksdale 
Depot,  He  married  a  Miss  Collier  of  Virginia.” 

”It  is  not  known  to  the  writer  how  many  children 
they  reared.

Proceedings  on  the  4th  of  July,  1834 

Celebration  at  Sherman^ s.  .  .  About  five  hundred 
citizens  met  at  Sherman *s  Store,  in  this  district, 
to  celebrate  the  58th  Anniversary  of  American  Inde¬ 
pendence.  A  procession  was  formed  of  the  military 
and  common  citizens  at  eleven  o’clock,  and  marched 
with  martial  music  and  the  Star-Spangled  Banner 
flying  in  the  breeze,  to  the  Stand,  where  prayer 
was  addressed  to  tlie  Throne  of  Grace  by  the  ReVo 
Nathan  Bei*ry,  the  Declaration  of  Independence  read 
by  Mr.  Wm.  Evans,  and  an  Oration  pronounced  by  Dro 
A.  B.  Crook.  A  letter,  received  from  Major  B.  F, 
Perry  by  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  in  answer 
to  a  letter  of  Invitation,  was  then  presented. 

The  company  then  repaired  to  the  table,  and  partook 
of  a  fine  barbecue  prepared  for  the  occasion.  Aft¬ 
er  the  cloth  was  removed,  the  following  toasts  were 
presented,  and  received  with  appropriate  cheers  and 
platoons  of  musketry.  The  day  went  off  in  the  most 
perfect  order  and  harmony.

Then  the  Tarrant s  s^AOing  around  and 
o\^med  the  bulk  of  the  land  on  Grove  Creek  nearly  to 
v/here  it  empties  into  Saluda  River,  Grove  Creek 
empties  into  the  Saluda  River  below  Pelzero 

"In  the  settlement  of  the  David  Garrison  Estate, 
each  heir  got  over  $1100.00  and  some  slaves.  Char¬ 
les  Garrison  was  the  oldest.  He  specifies  in  his 
will  that  he  had  given  Charles  so  many  negroes  and 
priced  them  at  certain  prices.  Doesn’t  Imow  of  any 
printed  history  of  the  Garrison  Family,  though  says 
he  can  trace  his  history  back  to  Pocohontas. 

"David  Garrison,  great-great-grand-father  of  J. 
H.  Garrison  cut  down  a  walnut  tree  across  the  Dan 
River (as  a  foot  log)  that  divided  North  Carolina 
and  Virginia,  and  used  it  for  a  foot  log.  After  he 
left  Virginia  he  went  back  and  cut  this  log  up  and 
had  it  made  up  into  furniture  and  divided  it  among 
the  different  members  of  the  family.  Wm.  Halbert 
came  from  Henry  County,  Virginia  and  Garrison  from 
Albermarle  County,  North  Carolina.  There  are  only 
three  members  of  the  Garrison  family  buried  in  the 
family  Grave  Yard;  Grand  Father  David  Garrison  and 
his  wife  and  Peter,  their  son.

A  Negro  Burned  to  Death  57  Years  Ago,  in  Greenville* 

Gowensville,  Greenville  Co*,  C,  July  17,  1882 

Mr.  J.  C.  Bailey,  Editors 

Dear  Sirs  -  I  was  born  on  June  8th,  1810,  at  the 
Fork  vShoals  place,  and  the  first  time  I  was  at  Green 
ville  Court  House,  I  think,  v/as  on  July  7th,  l824o 
I  went  up  there  to  see  a  negro  man  burned  to  death 
for  killing  a  Mr.  Peter  Garrison.  Some  little 
time  previous  it  was  circulated  throughout  the 
County,  (that  is,  the  lower  part  of  it,)  that 
there  was  a  runaway  negro  in  the  County,  breaking  ' 
in  milk-houses,  smoke-houses  and  kitchens,  and 
stealing  provisions.  Mr.  Garrison  was  out  on  one 
occasion,  and  got  home  a  little  v/hile  after  night. 

He  went  to  his  born  or  an  old  house  he  used  to 
live  in,  to  get  some  fodder  for  his  horse,  and  he 
stayed  so  long  his  wife  and  daughter  went  to  the 
fodder  house,  entered  and  called  him.  He  did  not 
answer.  They  soon  discovered  him  lying  down  on 
the  floor,  and  they  shook  him  and  called  his  name, 
but  he  never  answered  them.  They  felt  about  him 
and  found  something  wet.  They  then  went  and  got  a 
light  and  made  a  search,  and  found  he  was  dead* 

They  informed  their  neighbors,  who  came  in,  and 
next  morning  they  discovered  there  had  been  a  scuf¬ 
fle,  from  signs  in  the  house.  There  was  a  large 
poke  stalk  lying  on  the  floor,  cut  like  a  stick. 

It  grew  by  the  side  of  one  of  the  doors,  outside 
the  house.  The  neighbors  came  in  from  every  di-  > 
recti  on,  -and  careful  search  v/as  made.  They  sup¬ 
posed  that  Mr.  Garrison  had  found  him  in  the  house, 
and  tried  to  capture  him,  and  in  so  doing,  the  ne¬ 
gro  killed  him.  by  stabbing  him.  They  said  he  was  . 
cut  in  three  or  four  places.  It  was  said  the  negro 
belonged  to  a  man  who  lived  in  Georgia,  by  the  name 
of  Boon,  I  think  a  Mr.  Underv/ood  was  sheriff  at 
that  tijne,  and  he  hired  a  man  by  the  name  of  John 
Stone  to  burn  him.  I  went  and  saw  him  brought  out 
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of  the  jail^  a  little  brick  house  that  then  stood 
dovm  between  the  old  court  house  and  the  public 
spring,  I  and  some  other  persons  rode  on  past  to 
the  place  where  the  altar  was  prepared.  The  place 
where  he  was  burned^  is. located  on  the  Pendleton 
road,  about  one  mile  from  the  Court  House^  and 
within  the  present  limits  of  the  City  of  Greenville 
They  had  cut  a  post  oak  tree  square  off,  nearly  as 
high  as  a  common  man'^s  head,  and  there  was  a  staple 
of  iron  and  three  or  four  links  of  a  chain  and  when 
they  put  him  on  the  altar,  they  locked  these  links 
around  his  neck  and  fastened  themo  The  altar,  I 
noticed,  was  made  of  several  sorts’  of  wood,  with  a 
good  deal  of  lightwood.  The  sheriff  had  thirty 
men  as  guards.  After  putting  him  on  the  altar, 
they  packed  in  shavings  and  lightwood  around  him." 
Then  they  brought  a  barrel  of  tar  and  knocked  'out 
one  head  of  the  barrel  and  poured  the  tar  all  over 
the  \/ood,  then  on  him,  and  even  on  his  head.  Then 
they  Imocked  the  barrel  to  pieces  and  piled  the 
staves  around  his  head.  Then  they  permitted  the 
black  people  to  come  near  him.  Then  there  was 

one  spoke  a  few  words  with  him.  And  then  a 
white  preacher,  who  went  to  the  doomed  man  and  pray 

ed  for  him,  and  then  the  sheriff  permitted  him  to 
pray.  There  were  four  men  who  stood  around  the  al¬ 
tar  with  lightv/ood  torches,  and  the  sheriff  stood 
with  his  sword  drawn  up  over  his  right  shoulder, 
and  when  he  brought  it  down  the  four  men  put  their 
torclies  to  the  tar  and  shavings.  The  pine  caught 
quickly  and  in  a  little  time  the  flames  were  cover¬ 
ing  him.  I  could  see  him  moving  his  head  about. 
Some  men  held  their  watches  and  said  that  he  lived 
five  minutes.  After  the  pile  of  wood  burned  down, 
you  could-  see  his  head  and  shoulders,  I  saw  Stone 
take  a  pine  pole  and  knock  his  head  and  thrust  it 
down  through  the  linlcs  that  were  fastened  around 
his  neck,  and  he  further  piled  the  v/ood  on  him,  I 
stayed  until  he  commenced  smelling  badly,  and  then 
left  for  home.  It  was  said’  that  Stone  burned  him 
three  days  and  nights,  and  never  burned  his  liver 
and  lighls  up.

David  Garrison,  b.  Aug.  20,  1839;  d.  Jan.  9, 
1914;  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  V/ar;  son  of  Charles  J, 
and  Mary  Jane  (Westfield)  Garrison,  married  on  Oct. 
25,  1862  Mary  Jane  !-lattison,  b.  Mar.  27,  1843;  d. 
Nov.  23,  1903,  daughter  of  William  and  Elizabeth 
(Acker)  Mattison.  David  and  >^ary  Jane  are  buried 
at  Shady  Grove  Church  (near  Belton)  S.  C.  He  was 
a  farmer. 

At  age  21,  David  Garrison  volunteered  in  the 
Southern  Army  during  the  Civil  Vlar,  He  served  un¬ 
der  Capt.  L.  M.  Austin  in  the  cavalry,  Hampton’s 
Legion  of  South  Carolina  troops.  He  served  in  var¬ 
ious  campaigns  in  Virginia  in  Gen.  Robert  E.  Lee’s 
Army.  He  was  wounded  in  action  -  having  a  finger 
shot  off.  He  enlisted  in  Columbia,  S.  C.  on  June 
13,  1861. 

David  and  Mary  Jane  (Mattison)  Garrison  had  six 
children  as  follows:

Letter  written  by  David  Garrison  to  his  father-in- 
law,  V/illiam  Mattison. 


Hampton  Legion,  S*  C*  V. 
Near  Fredericksburg,  Va* 
DeCo  6,  1862 


Dear  Father-in-law;  (V/i  11  iam  Mattison) 

It  is  v/ith  the  greatest  pleasure  that  I  seat  my¬ 
self  this  morning  to  write  you  a  few  lines  to  let 
you  know  that  I  am  doing  firstratCo 

My  health  is  elegant.  We  have  had  a  very  hard 
march  slice  I  got  back  to  Vao  From  here  to  Culpep- 
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per's  C.  H,  is “about  fifty  miles  the  way  we  came. 

We  made  the  trip  in  two  and  a  half  days,  and  waded 
the  Rappahannock  River  at  Rackoon  Ford.  The  weather 
was  very  cold  and  the  ford  very  rocky.  They  had 
like  to  ruin  my  feet.  I  pulled  off  my  boots  to  wade. 

You  all  at  home,  who  have  never  experienced  Sol¬ 
dier  Life,  know  nothing  about  what  they  have  to  un¬ 
dergo.  Yesterday  and  last  night  was  a  very  disagree¬ 
able  day.  In  the  forenoon  it  was  raining  and  sleet¬ 
ing,  and  after  dinner  it  comiTienced  snowing  and  con¬ 
tinued  until  9o* clock  at  night.  The  ground  is  co¬ 
vered  about  four  inches  this  morning  and  very  cold 
under  foot.  The  worst  of  all,  nearly  all  of  our 
soldiers  are  lying  out  without  tents  and  not  blank¬ 
ets  enough  to  keep  them  warm  .  Some  few  of  the  men 
are  still  barefooted.  All  the  men  in  the  Legion 
have  tent  flies,  which  will  break  off  a  great  deal 
of  rain  and  snow.  Our  fare  now  is  hard  crackers, 
beef,  and  a  little  salt.  We  do  not  get  any  bacon 
at  all. 

You  may  know  by  this  that  our  fare  is  very  rough. 
The  I-Iampton  Legion  has  been  transferred  to  Gen.  Jen- 
kin^s  Brigade  since  I  got  back. 

There  are  six  South  Carolina  Regiments  here  to¬ 
gether,  including  the  Legion.  Gen.  Jenkins  is  very 
rigid.  He  believes  in  strict  discipline.  He  makes 
us  drill  twice  every  day;  we  have  battalion  drill 
in  the  morning  and  Brigade  drill  in  the  afternoon, 
so  we  have  but  very  little  time  after  doing  camp 
duty.  I  am  busy  from  daylight  to  tattoo  at  night. 

I  have  made  out  three  sets  of  company  payrolls  in 
the  last  two  weeks.  I  have  just  finished  my  last 
ones. 

I  would  have  written  you  before  now,  but  did  not 
have  the  time.  We  have  been  expecting  a  fight  at 
this  place,  I  heard  last  night  that  the  Yankees 
were  moving  down  the  river.  I  hear  no  talk  of  win¬ 
ter  quarters,  so  I  believe  we  will  keep  up  the  cam¬ 
paign  all  the  winter  without  tents,  for  we  have  not 
wagons  enough  to  haul  them.  James  and  Peter  McDavid 
are  in  th.ls  Brigade,  they  are  both  well.  I  see  them 
eveiy  day. 
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I  have  nothing  elj3e',to  write  this  morning  that 
will  interest  you  in  the  least,  and  hope  you  will 
excuse  this  hastily  written  letter «  You  or  Bill 
one  must  write  soon.  I  would  be  glad  to  hear  from 
you  at  any  tlmOo

William  Wyatt .  b«  1742,  lived  in  Prince  William 
County,  Va.  His  will  recorded  there  shows  that  he 
married  twice:  Ist  wife,  name  not  known;  children 
by  this  marriage  -  Frances  (married  James  Mattison, 
Sr.,  our  ancestor).  Lattice,  Elijah,  Micajah,  Will¬ 
iam,  and  another  daughter;  2nd  wife  named  Elizabeth 

James  Mattison  Sr. 

James  Mattison  Sr.  was  born  Aug.  20,  1762  in  ' 
Prince  William  County,  Va. ;  d.  July  3,  1B49,  near 
Honea  Path,  S.  C.  -  see  his  will  herewith  -  age  S6 
years,  m.  Frances  Wyatt ^  b.  Dec.  23,  1767;  d.  Feb. 
2,  1840,  age  72  years.  Frances  was  the  daughter  of 
William  Wyatt  (see  above)  b.  in  Prince  William  Conn 
ty,  Va.  James  and  Frances  are  both  buried  in  Broad 
mouth  Church  Cemetery,  near  Honea  Path,  S,  C,  At 
age  14  James  volunteered  and  served  in  the  Revolut¬ 
ionary  War.  He  and  his  family  came  to  S.  C.  from 
Virginia  in  1793  and  settled  on  Broadmouth  Creek, 
near  the  Saluda  River  -  near  Honea  Path,  S.  C.  As 
you  can  see  from  his  will,  he  accumulated  consider¬ 
able  property  during  his  long  life.

property  whether  real  or  personal  be  equally  divi¬ 
ded  between  my  children  (Viz, )  William,  Daniel  and 
Wyatt  Mnttison,  Malinda  Townsend,  Elizabeth  Carpen¬ 
ter,  Lett ice  Gambrell,  Mariah  Smith,  Mary  Cox  and 
the  heirs  of  my  son,  James  Mattison  deceased, 

9th.  And  lastly  I  do  constitute  and  appoint  my 
tv/o  sons,  William  and  Daniel  Mattison  executors  of 
this  my  last  will  and  testament  by  me  heretofore 
made.

Now  let  us  go  back  and  trace  the  ancestors  of 
Elizabeth  Acker  who  married  William  Mattison,  who 
was  the  mother  of  Mary  Jane  Mattison,  and  the 
grandmother  of  Charles  Cleveland  Garrison, 

I  William  Acker  came  to  America  from  Germany 
about  1750. 

Peter  Acker  Sr. ,  a  German  immigrant  son  of 
William  Acker  and  a  Re</o.lutionary  Soldier  under  the 
elder  Wade  Ham-pton  of  South  Carolina  m.  Jane  Suther¬ 
land, 

P^ter  Acker  Jr. ,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Jane 
(Sutherland)  Acker  Sr.  ra.  Susannah  Halbert  b.  Aug. 
29,  1730  (see  Halbert  ancestors  below). 
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IV  Elizabeth  Acker  and  her  brother  Rev,  Alex. 
Acker  were  children  of  Peter  Acker  Jr,  and  Susannah 
Halbert.  Elizabeth  was  the  wife  of  William  Mattison 
mother  of  Mary  Jane  (Mattison)  Garrison, 

The  Acker  family  is  German  and  dates  from  Sir 
Knight  Crusader  Johan  Von  Acker,  to  whom  a  grant  of 
coat  of  arms  was  given  after  the  First  Crusade,  A.D, 
1096.  He  seems  to  be  the  first  of  the  name  of  au¬ 
thentic  record. 

The  coat  of  arms  is  "three  roses  on  the  shield 
as  divided  by  bars  above  the  helmet,  three  roses  in 
a  vase;  on  either  side  thereof,  wings  with  the  same 
device  as  in  the  shield  (roses  and  bars)". 

About  1750  William  Acker  sailed  from  Germany  and 
with  him  were  3  sons,  one  of  v/hom  was  lost  overboard 
at  sea  en  route  to  America,  William  settled  in  Hun¬ 
terdon  Co.,  New  Hersey.  William  and  Peter  were  the 
other  sons. 

Peter  married  there  and  probably  had  children  by 
his  first  wife.  His  second  wife  was  Jane  Sutherland 
and  she  is  the  ancestress  of  the  South  Carolina  Ack¬ 
ers, 

She  was  a  daughter  of  Alexander  Sutherland  and 
his  x-/ife  who  was  a  Mrs.  Betsy  Williams  (maiden  name 
unknown) . 

Alexander  was  a  Scotsman,  and  while  a  student  in 
Edinburgh  University  went  with  some  fellow  students 
on  board  a  vessel  to  see  the  sights.  The  ship  sail¬ 
ed  away  with  them  against  their  will  and  they  were 
sold  in  Boston  to  pay  for  their  pas sage ^ 

Some  time  before  the  Revolution  Peter  and  Jane 
moved  to  South  Carolina  and  lived  for  a  while  in 
Fairfield  District, 

Peter  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution  and  in  the 
company  of  the  first  Wade  Hampton. 

After  the  War,  he  bought  land  in  Pendleton  Dis¬ 
trict  in  1790  on  both  sides  of  the  Saluda  River,  not 
far  from  Belton  and  there  he  lived  until  he  died  in 
l8l5o 

His  \>rife  Jane  Sutherlund  Acker  died  some  years 
later  and  she  and  her  husband  are  buried  in  a  family 
burying  ground  near  Shady  Grove  Church,  S.  C. 
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Peter  and  Jane  had  nine  children,  their  son  Peter 
Acker,  Jr,  married  Susannah  Halbert  and  they  lived 
near  old  Shady  Grove  Church,  S,  C.  They  were  Bap¬ 
tists,  Peter  died  Feb.  20,  1820.  Susannah  lived 
many  years  after  and  raised  11  children.  And  we 
are  direct  descendants  of  Klizabeth  Acker  Mattison  c 
their  d aught er^ 


Halberts 

I.  Joel  Halbert  married  Elizabeth  JoneSo 

^illiQTn  Halbert ,  son  of  Joel  Halbert  and  E- 
lizabeth  Jones,  b.  1744;  d.  1808;  of  Welsh  descent; 
served  seven  years  as  a  Soldier  with  -the  1st  Light 
Dragoons  of  Virginia  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He 
married  Elizabeth  Hill.,  daughter  of  V/illiam  Hill  and 
his  wife  Susannah  S mi t hers .  (William  Hill  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Provincial  Congress  \-7hich  met  at  Hills¬ 
boro,  N.  C. ,  Aug.  20,  1777,  being  a  member  from  Sur¬ 
ry  County)  Elizabeth  Hill,  b.  1750  or  51;  m.  V/ill¬ 
iam  Halbert  in  1765.  They  were  from  Henry  County, 
Va. ;  in  1786  they  m.oved  to  Anderson  District,  S,  C, 
(settling  on  the  vSaluda  River).  They  raised  12 
children.  One  of  these  children  was: 

Susannah  Halbert,  b.  Aug.  29,  1780,  married  Peter 
Acker.  Jr.  (see  Acker  Section  above). 

Elizabeth  Acker .  b.  Dec.  24,  1804;  d.  Nov.  2,  18- 
53,  daughter  of  Peter  Acker .  Jr,  and  Susannah  Hal- 
bert,  and  a  sister  of  Rev.  Alex  Acker,  m.  William 
kiattison,  was  mother  of  Mary  Jane  Mattison  Garrison, 
and  grandmother  of  Charles  Cleveland  Garrison. 

After  V/illiam  Halbert's  death  in  1808  his  widow 
Elizabeth  Hill  Halbert  lived  with  their  daughter 
Susannah  Halbert  Acker, 

We  are  uncertain  as  to  the  name  of  the  first  Hal¬ 
bert  to  come  to  America,  but  one  record  says  that 
Joel  Halbert  and  his  brother-in-law,  Joel  Charles, 
came  together  from  Scotland,  but  that  they  were  of 
V/elsh  extraction.  They  settled  in  Virginia  .  .  . 
Essex  County  records  are  filled  with  Joel  and  Will¬ 
iam  Halberts.  Whatever  his  name  (and  we  feel  sure 
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it  was  Joel),  his  son  William  was  bom  in  Va.  in 
1744,  married  in  Carolina  Co.,  Va. ,  in  1765  to 
Elizabeth  Hill  and  died  in  Pendleton  District, 

S.  C.  in  1808. 

He  and  his  wife  are  buried  on  their  plantation 
3  miles  south  of  Big  Creek  Church,  between  the  wa¬ 
ters  of  Toney  Greek  and  Broadmouth,  S.  G.  The 
Government  has  of  late  years  marked  his  grave  as  a 
soldier  of  the  Revolution. 

He  vjas  about  5  ft.  9  in.  and  of  stout  build,  red 
hair  and  beard;  and  quite  high  tempered,  A  staunch 
Whig  in  days  of  the  Revolution  and  saw  military  ser¬ 
vice.  Soon  after  his  marriage  he  moved  to  Roane  Co. 
Va.  (now  West^Va.).  In  1786  or  1788  he  moved  to 
Pendleton  District,  S.  C. 

Revolutionary  Service:  ”He  served  :n  the  Rev.  War 
as  a  Private  in  Capt.  Henry  Lee's  Troop,  1st  Regi¬ 
ment,  Light  Dragoons,  Continental  Troops,  commanded 
by  Col.  Theodorie  Bland,  which  regiment  was  composed 
largely  of  Virginia  men.” 

"The  period  of  his  service  is  not  definitely 
shown,  but  his  name  appears  on  the  pay  roll  of  the 
Company  from  Nov.  1777  'to  Feb.  1778.  He  served  al¬ 
so  as  Private  in  the  2nd  Troops  of  Lee's  Legion, 
Continental  Troops,  and  he  enlisted  April  17,  1778 
to  serve  during  the  War”. 

"He  must  have  been  a  man  of  force  and  education 
and  personality.  He  was  prominent  in  his  section”, 

"On  May  10,  1790,  pursuant  to  law,  the  Quarterly 
Court  was  held  by  Robert  Anderson,  John  V/ilson  and 
William  Halbert.  Esqrs.”  This  was  the  first  court 
held  in  Pendleton. 

And  in  a  sketch  of  "Old  Pendleton”  it  says, "In 
this  regard,  the  five  justices  of  the  Court  are 
given  as  Andrew  Pickens,  Bej.  Cleveland,  John  Wilson 
and  William  Halbert." 

He  seemed  to  have  been  a  man  of  means,  owning 
thousands  of  acres  of  land  and  many  slaves.  He 
left  a  large  estate  and  a  large  family. 
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Robert  Hill  came  to  Virginia  in  1642  and  settled 
in  Isle  of  Wight  County,  Va.  His  wife  Mary  came  at 
the  same  time  (see  Greer* s  Early  Immigrants  to  Vao 
pages  I6O-I6I). 

Their  son  Sion  Hill.,  b.  about  1654  in  Isle  of 
Wight  Co. ,  Va.  married  in  1677  Elizabeth,  widow  of 
John  Spil timber,  and  probably  a  daughter  of  Nicholas

Here  he  became  a  Member  of  the  Provincial  Congrress  ^ 
which  gives  his  descendants  (to  which  we  belong) 
the  right  to  join  any  of  the  Colonial  Societies. 

The  Hills,  were  staunch  members  of  the  Church  of 
England.  It  is  a  tradition  in  the  family  that  when 
William *s  oldest  son  became  a  Baptist  Preacher,  he 
disinherited  him. 

Elizabeth  Hill  Halbert  was  quite  large.  She 
prayed  out  loud  and  slept  in  a  high  tester  bed. 

She  died  18  years  after  her  husband  William,  at  the 
home  of  her  daughter,  Susannah  Halbert  Acker.  Nov^, 

6,  1836.  During  the  Rev.  War  while  her  husband  was 
away,  Elizabeth  was  in  bed  with  a  3  days  old  baby 
when  some  Tory  neighbors  came  in,  put  a  pistol  to 
her  head  and  told  her  if  she  did  not  get  up  they 
would  blow  her  brains  out.  She  very  wisely  got  up 
and  lay  on  the  floor  while  they  took  her  bed,  emp¬ 
tied  the  feathers  out  and  rode  away  with  the  tick, 
cloth  being  very  valuable  in.  those  dayso 
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Her  daughter  Susannah  Halbert  Acker  must  have 
been  a  remarkable  woman.  Her  husband  Peter  Acker 
died  in  1820.  She  was  b.  Aug.  29,  1780;  m.  1798 <, 

They  lived  on  Saluda  River  near  old  Shady  Grove 
Church,  S.  C. ,  and  she  is  buried  in  that  Church  Yard^ 
She  did  not  have  a  marker  to  her  grave  till  a  few 
years  back  when  the  Halbert-Acker  Association  put 
one  there.  She  lived  until  1868  ...  48  years  a 
widow.  She  was  known  in  later  years  as  "Aunt  Sukey 
Acker",  was  a  woman  of  sterling  worth  and  character 
and  was  a  famous  nurse.  When  ono  of  her  daughters 
died  in  Carnesville,  Ga. ,  she  rode  there  on  horse¬ 
back  and  brought  her  infant  daugliter  Maiy  home  in 
her  arms.  She  is  described  as  a  little  bent  old 
woman,  reading  the  Bible,  and  singing  in  a  little 
old  cracked  voice  "there  is  a  Happy  Lane".  She 
would  tell  her  children  that  they  were  descended 
from  Pocahontas  and  kin  to  the  Randolphs  of  Va„ ; 
and  connected  with  Wade  Hampton *3  family.

d.,  Dec.  16,  1848  (age  88),  and  is  buried  at  Green¬ 
ville  Church  (near  Donalds)  s.  C.  Original  will 
and  other  papers  of  Christian  Rasor  may  be  seen  in 
the  Judge  of  Probates  Office,  County  Court  House, 
Abbeville,  S.  C„  A  copy  of  the  above  will  is  in¬ 
cluded  herewith.  He  served  as  a  Private  in  North 
Carolina  Troops* in  the  American  Revolutionary  War*. 

He  v/as  an  organizer  and  member  of  Greenville  Chur'ch 
for  45  years  -  up  to  his  death.  From  his  will  it 
appears  that  he  v/as  a  vei^^  successful  man^ 

Regarding  Christian  Rasor *  s  ancestors  further 
investigation  must  be  made.  We  know  that  there 
v/as  a  Christian  Rasor  in  Gloucester  County,  N.  J. 
(Woodbury  is  the  county  seat  and  is  located  across 
from  Phila. ,  below  Camden,  N.  J, )  This  may  be  the 
father  or  grandfather  of  our  Christian.  Records 
should  be  checked  in  both  Sussex  and  Goucester 
County,  N.  J,  to  see  if  we  can  develop  this  further. 

Christian  Rasor  m.  Sarah  Ann  Simms .  b.  Culpeper 
County,  Va. ,  in  1764;  died  Aug.  27,  1840  (age  76) 
of  TB  and  is  buried  at  Greenville  Church,  S.  C. 

It  is  believed  that  Sarah  Ann  (Sims  or)  Simms  was 
a  daughter  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Sims  (or  Simms) 
of  Culpeper  County,  Va,  This  shoUld  be  checked 
there.

.  HISTORY  OF  THE  BARIIORE  FAMILY

It  was  in  the  ante-bellum,  while  a  Miss  Barmore 
was  on  a  visit  in  Probate  Judge  Hill*s  house  that 
the  Judge  looked  at  her  mischievously  and  said, 

“You  don’t  know  that  you  spell  your  name  wrong, 

“I  don’t  spell  my  name  wrong,”  was  the  laconic  reply, 
with  a  pert  toss  of  the  head,  for  she  thought  she 
Imev/  liow  to  spell  her  name.  "But  yon  vlo,”  iu'  langli 
ingly  insisted,  ”I  spell  it  as  my  ancon. toi's  have' 
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for  four  generations.'^  "Your  ancestors  for  four 
generations,  and  you  of  the  fifth,  have  spelled  it 
incorrectly''.  I  will  shov/  you,"  he  said,  as  he  turn¬ 
ed  to  his  library,  took  down  an  old  English  history 
(I  disremember  the  author)  and  read:  "Barmore  is 
an  English  name,  and  should  be  spelled  Barymore. 

The  Barmores  in  America  are  the  descendants  of  Lord 
Barymore,  of  England."  "Very  well,"  Miss  Barmore 
replied,  "Plistory  may  be  correct,  and  it  may  not 
be;  any  v/ay,  custom  has  made  the  American  style  of 
spelling  it  easy  and  we  accept  it  with  the  'y^ 
omitted." 

GEORGE  BARMORE,  SR. ^ 

The  first  we  learn  of  him  he  was  a  poor  orphan 
boy  in  New  Jersey,  living  v/ith  a  family  who  v/ere 
very  unkind  to  him.  Their  chief  concern  for  the 
orphan  boy  was  to  see  that  he  should  not  be  a  bur¬ 
den  to  them.  Whether  he  earned  his  bread  and  but¬ 
ter  or  not  v;e  do  not  know;  but  it  was  no  unusual 
thing  for  him  to  have  to  retire  at  night  hungry. 
Neither  do  we  know  when  he  left  Me\v/  Jersey,  nor  who 
nor  when  he  married.  His  exit  from  the  State  must 
have  been  early  in  life,  for  I  think  all  his  chil¬ 
dren  claimed  to  be  Virginians.  When  or  at  what 
age  he  died  v/e  have  never  learned.  He  died  in 
South  Carolina,  having  resided  in  the  State  several 
years.  He  raised  one  son  and  three  daughters.  One 
daughter  married  Rhoney,  the  second  Shirley,  the 
third  Morrison. 

■  JAMES  BARMORE^- ^ 

James  Barmore.  his  only  son,  m.arried  a  Miss 
Smith.  Some  time  before  the  Revolutionary  V/ar,  when 
Abbeville  was  a  frontier  coun'by,  James  Barmore  and 
his  brothers-in-law,  with  their  families,  emigrated 
from  Virginia  to  South  Carolina. 

James  Barmore.  George  Barmore  Sr. 's  only  son, 
settled  on  the  Saluda  on  the  location  now  known  as 
the  Killingsworth  Place  in  the  extreme  east  corner 
of  old  Abbeville  County,  He  was  a  blacksmitli  by 
trade,. said  to  have  been  the  best  in  upper  South 
Carolina.  He  was  consequently  detailed  during  the 
American  Revolutionary  V/ar  from  the  army  as  foreman 
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of  the  blacksmith  shop,  which  shop  was  for  safety 
j  located  on  his  secluded  place,  or  rather  his  shop 
'  was  made  a  government  shop.  V/e  are  told  that  they 
I  often  worked  there  for  the  army  day  and  night  for 
weeks  in  successiono  The  extreme  exposure  of  night 
work  caused  him  to  lose  his  hearing,  from  which  af¬ 
fliction  he  never  recovered.  We  have  heard  that 
■  the  sign  of  the  shop  is  still  there  and  it  is  no 
uncommon  thing  for  plovanen  to  plow  up  bits  of  iron, 

;  horse  shoes,  etc.  The  house  he  built  is  still  in 
good  preservation  and  is  considerably  over  one  hun¬ 
dred  years  old.  >!!•*.  Killingsworth  rolled  it  a  fev; 

I  hundred  yards  from  the  cite  upon  which  it  was  built,

f  Tradition  has  it,  and  we  receive  it  that  during 
,  the  Revolutionary  War  an  Indian  girl  traveled  in

Carolina  with  a  pressing  message  to  the  American 
Army  stationed  at  Cambridge,  the  distance  being 
ninety-six  miles,  hence  the  change  of  the  name  from 
Cambridge  to  Ninety  Six,  We  have  been  credibly  in- 
;  formed  that  her  name  v;as  Isaqueena  and  that  the 
starting  point  is  six  miles  above  Walha]la.  She' 
i  traveled  the  old  Cambridge  Road,  The  sight  of  the 
old  Government  shop  on  that  historic  road  makes 
I  the  location  worthy  of  preservation,  James  Bar- 
more  was  noted  for  his  straight  forv/ard  dealings 
with  all  with  whom  he  had  to  do.  Though  he  com- 
'  menced  life  a  poor  man,  he  accumulated  v/hat  was  in 
his  day  considered  a  handsome  property.  He  was 
I  very  beneficient  in  church  enterprises  and  benevo¬ 
lent  causes  generally.  He  said  to  deacons  of  Turkey 
Creek  Church,  ”I  am  hard  of  hearing,  I  never  under¬ 
stand  when  a  collection  is  taken  what  it  is  for. 

You  know  in  temporal  matters  I  alv/ays  require  some 
one  to  explain  to  me  the  object  of  the  call  before 
I  give  of  my  means,  but  in  matters  pertaining  to 
religion,  I  can  rely  upon  the  judgement  of  the 
church;  henceforth  whenever  there  is  a  contribution 
taken  up,  whether  I  am  present  or  absent  set  me 
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down  for  as  much  as  any  other  one  man, ”  Mr.  Exe-  | 
kial  Rasor,  now  deceased,  \^ho  was  a  deacon  at  the 
time  is  my  informant  of  the  above  fact.  His  son  E. 
Harm.ore  Rasor,  remem.bers  to  have  heard  his  father 
relate  it.  He  raised  three  sons  and  one  daughter, 
and  lived  to  see  them  all  settled  and  succeeding 
in  life.  He  died  in  the  SLLmmer  of  1830,  and  was 
buried  in  Turkey  Creek  cemetery. 

FRANCES  BARl-lORE 

Frances,  only  daughter  of  James  Barmore,  married 
Asa  Franklin.  She  with  all  her  children  and  grand¬ 
children  emigrated  in  the  fall  1845  to  Alabama.  She 
only  had  two  children,  both  sons,  William  and  James *

GEORGE  BARMORE,  JR. 

George  Barmore,  Jr,  the  second  son  of  James  Bar¬ 
more,  married  a  Miss  Pyles  and  settled  on  a  planta-  1 
tion  given  him  by  his  father  about  two  miles  above  , 
Donalds,  S.  C.  There  was  one  son  Reuben  Barmore, 
and  several  daughters. 

WILLIAM  BARI40RE 

William  Barmore,  third  son  of  James  Barmore  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Nancy  Dodson^  his  first  wife  when  he  was

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only  nineteen  years  old.  His  father  gave  him  a 
tract  of  land  on  Balls  Road,  two  miles  below  Donalds, 
S.  C.  His  dwelling  house  was  about  a  half  mile 
from  the  public  road* 

He,  like  his  father,  Xvras  a  blacksmith  by  trade, 
at  which  occupation  he  accumulated  a  considerable 
property.  He  ran  a  public  shop  for  the  farmers  of 
Old  Upper  Abbeville  County.  Mr,  James  Tarrant,  an 
old  citizen  who  lived'  several  miles  below  Abbeville 
County  House,  remarked  to  a  grandson  of  l-/illi£im 
Barmore*s  just  after  the  civil  v;ar,  "Your  grandfa¬ 
ther  Barmore  was  the  best  blacksmith  in  Abbeville 
County.  Ulien  I  was  a  boy  my  father  used  to  send 
me  twenty-five  miles  to  his  shop  to  get  his  parti¬ 
cular  work  done.  There  v/ere  always  several  appren¬ 
tices  under  him.  I  never  saw  him  working  any,  that 
is  I  never  saw  him  wield  the  tools,  but  I  always  no¬ 
ticed,  and  it  made  a  great  impression  upon  me,  that 
he  gave  minute  attention  to  every  piece  of  work 
done  in  his  shop. ”  Diligence  and  thorough  workman¬ 
ship  ^^^ere  noticeable  characteristics  in  whatever 
business  he  undertook. 

His  educational  advantages  had  been  quite  limit¬ 
ed.  After  he  had  been  married  fifteen  years  he  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  getting  a  teacher  to  open  a  night  school 
in  the  neighborhood  -  he  couldn’t  leave  his  work 
to  attend  school  in  daylight.  He  was  a  regular  at¬ 
tendant  of  that  night  school  one  whole  Winter. 

There  he  learned  to  write  a  very  legible  hand,  and 
enough  about  figures  to  enable  him  to  succeed  sub¬ 
sequently  as  a  merchant. 

In  1825  he  moved  out  on  the  Five  Notch  Road, 
where  he  still  ran  a  public  shop,  built  a  large 
dwelling  house,  and  gave  public  entertainment  to 
travelers.  He  was  never  known  to  turn  av/ay  a  tra¬ 
veler,  no  matter  at  what  hour  of  the  night  they 
came.  A'mbrchant  of  Anderson  once  said,  "Squire 
Barmore *3  house  is  favorably  knovm  from  the  sea¬ 
board  to  the  mountains." 

It  must  have  been  in  1823  or  1824  that  he  and 
the  Rev,  James  Wilson  went  into  the  mercantile 
business.  AfCer  a  few  years  of  great  success  Rev. 
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Vrilson  sold  his  interest  to  Mr.  Barmore’s  two  sons, 
and  he  (Wilson)  moved  from  the  County.  Mt.  Hill 
Post  Office,  the  only  post  office  for  several  years 
in  Old  Upper  Abbeville  was  in  his  store,  his  son 
Enoch  being  the  postmaster. 

The  firm  of  Barmore  8c  Sons  was  a  continual  suc¬ 
cess  up  to  his  death.  He  said,  ”In  twenty  years 
as  a  merchant,  I  have  not  lost  as  much  as  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  in  the  way  of  collections.” 

A  dishonest  person,  a  stingy  person,  or  a  lazy 
one  he  could  not  bear,  but  his  heart  went  out  in 
sympathy  to  the  industrious  poor. 

His  daughter  Polly  jestingly  said,  ’’Father  is 
better  to  his  poor  tenants  than  he  is  to  his  chil¬ 
dren.  ”  Her  husband  replied,  ”His  tenants  carry 
their  wants  to  him, -his  children,  at  least,  my 
wife,  is  too  high-minded  to  beg  even  of  a  rich 
father. ” 

Old  people  have  told  his  grandchildren  many  i 

laughable  jokes  as  to  the  way  he  would  caution 
poor  people,  about  buying  in  his  own  store,  seem¬ 
ing  to  forget  for  the  time  his  own  interests,  so 
absorbed  i-ieve  his  thoughts  for  their  welfare.  i 

General  Hodges,  who  knew  Mm  well,  remarked  to  one 
of  his  grand-daughters,  "Your  grand-father  made 
money  merchandising;  ever>''body  was  honest  then;  he 
wouldn't  make  money  at  it  now  if  living;  'poor  | 

salesman*  they  would  style  his  straightforward  way 
of  dealing  with  customers." 

At  his  death  he  owned  eleven  plantations,  we  do 
not  know  the  number  of  acres,  but  it  is  supp'>osed 
there  must  have  been  in  all  considerably  over  two 
thousand.  A  goodly  portion  of  each  tract  v/as  in 
cultivation,  mostly  by  white  tenants.  It  was  an  . 
observed  fact  that  every  poor,  industrious,  honest 
man  who  lived  on  his  farms  never  left  him  until, 
they  were  able  to  buy  farms  of  their  own.  He  never 
ov/ned  a  great  many  slaves,  alv/ays  said  he  did  not 
want  to  have  more  than  he  could  do  justice  by«  "If 
I  owned  a  great  many,"  he  would  say,  "I  might  neglect 
them. "  Just  those  he  inherited  with  their  increase,  ! 
and  a  few  he  took  as  pay  for  debts.  His  estate  was  ‘ 
princi])ally  land  and  money o 
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He  was  married  three  times.  His  first  wife, 

Nancy  Dodson,  had  two  sons  and  five  daughters.  The 
second  wife,  Mancy  McGee,  had  two  daughters.  The 
third  wife  Polly  Hodges,  never  had  any  children. 

His  children  were  all  settled  in  life  and  in  good 
circiunstances  at  his  death.
